Avalanche! 


From an editor’s U.N. notebook: 
Whatever the poverty of United 
Nations Mideast policy has been 
in the past, we 
sought in the 
present emer- 
geney session of 
the United Na- 
tions Assembly 
to reshape it. 
The plan was 
to allow the 
smaller , nations 
to carry the ball. 
Since the crea- 


tion of the U.N. the Russians have 
been :advocates of “‘big power” 
leadership, with the small coun- 
tries acting in a disciplined man- 
ner. The United States has pre- 
ferred the original idea of U.N. 
democracy, with the voice of the 
new and often tiny nations by no 
means silenced or ignored. Rus- 
sia’s use of the veto and her in- 
sistence on summit meetings have 
more or less forced us to engage 
in her concept of the U.N. At 
Geneva we were outside the U.N. 
The more recent Soviet summit 
session was called off by them be- 
cause it would have been within 
the regulations and charter of 
that organization. 

At this session the policy deter- 
mined upon was to let the Presi- 
dent declare the policy. This he 
did in one of his best speeches. 
Even we, however, did not claim 
it to be original. Parts of it have 
been proposed in recent years. 
Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold publicly had suggested 
much of that covered by the Pres- 
ident’s points. 


New Quality 

But there was a* new quality. 
The President went out of his way 
to say the “‘goals’’ must be ‘‘Arab 
goals.”” He repeatedly cautioned 
that the initiative must come from 
the Arabs insofar as seeking the 
development of regional coopera- 
tion and aid is concerned. 

After the hour of that speech 
the United States delegation did 
everything but retire from the 
floor. It was silent. It remained 
in the background. It did not ap- 
pear in any of the conversation 
in the delegates’ lounge. Ambas- 
sador Lodge and the able assist- 
ant Ralph Bunche were, to be 
sure, holding discussions to shore 
up the President’s proposals. 

But the idea was to allow the 
smaller nations to take the initia- 
tive. Norway agreed to introduce 
a resolution. India’s joining with 
it was a break in the Asian-Afri- 
can bloc. 

But there then followed such a 
watering down of the U.S. plan 
that it was necessary for the 
United States to stiffen its atti- 
tude. This caused India and most 
Arab nations to withdraw. 

Here was revealed what might 
be termed the Mideast avalanche 
and its effect on the future of our 
policy and the existence of the 
U.N. itself. 

The Soviets, joined by the Chi- 
nese, have carried on a very ef- 
fective counterattack against us 
in their own consultations with 
the Afro-Asian members. It is 
simply this—that the President’s 
plan, for all its advocacy of Arab 
goals, is merely a shrewd and de- 
ceptive plan to substitute our 
form of ‘imperialistic control” 
over Arab governments. Any 
money lent by the regional agen- 
cy, or bank, would be ‘‘Western 
and oil company money,” the Rus- 
sians have been saying. 


Their Insistence 


Secondly, they have insisted, in 
their private talks, that if a U.N. 
peace force is created and sent 
to Mideast countries in time of 
trouble, it will assume sovereignty 
over them and become just anoth- 
er ‘‘imperialist” force. 

This propaganda has received 
support from many of the Latin 
American countries. 

All in all, we must face the 
fact that the avalanche of Arab 
nationalism is a force which can- 
not be halted. No Arab ruler, 
who might wish to remain outside 
it, can afford so to do. The great 
drive is on, refiected in speeches 
at the U.N., to unite all Arabs as 
“brothers in one great nation.”

Mute Slayer Kills 


Self in G

WARNER ROBINS — A deaf 
mute wanted in the slaying of a 
7-year-old girl apparently died by 
his own hand Monday during an 
exchange of gunfire with police 
at a roadblock near here. 

The man, Parram (Bunny) 
Youngblood, 31-year-old itinerant 
peddler from Rte. 1, Toomsboro, 
opened fire with his .38 caliber 
revolver as he bore down upon 
a Warner Robins police car 
blocking a U.S. 41 bridge three 
miles north of here. Police re- 
turned his fire with a volley of 
gunfire. 

It was first assumed that 
Youngblood was killed by an of- 
ficer’s bullet, but Coroner Lester 
H. Chapman said Monday night 
“evidence indicates Youngblood 
shot himself.’ 


INQUEST ORDERED 


Chapman ordered an inquest 
after his preliminary examination 
which revealed powderburns on 
Youngblood’s fatal skull wound 
behind his right ear. He added 
the only other wound Youngblood 
received was on his left arm 
and it was ‘“‘not sufficient to 
cause anything but a minor in- 
jury.” 

The Bibb County sheriff's office 
got two telepfone tips from Macon 
residents Monday afternoon say- 
ing they had spotted the stolen 
station wagon heading toward 
Warner Robins. 

Warner Robins Asst. Police 
Chief Ted Wright and three other 
men—Sgt. Herman Sanders and 
Ptls. John Westbrook and Sam 
Shannon—left immediately upon 
getting a radio alert from Macon 
and blocked the Echeconnee 
Creek bridge at the Houston-Bibb 
County line north of Warner Rob- 
ins, 


BLOCKED BRIDGE 


They blocked the bridge with a 
patrol car and two men stood on 
each side of the road. Youngblood, 
traveling at a high rate of speed, 
rounded a curve and could not see 
the road block until he was al- 
most on the bridge.

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House Rushes To Adjourn, 
Kills Housing, Labor Bills

WASHINGTON—The House killed controversial housing and 
labor bills Monday as members moved swiftly to clear the decks 


for adjournment later this week. 
The Senate, moving at a more 


leisurely pace, still faced the 


threat of a possible slowdown 
over a series of bills to curb the 
Supreme Court. But it did re- 
move one’ major adjournment 
roadblock during the day by com- 
pleting congressional action on 
a farm bill permitting reductions 
in price supports for cotton, corn 
and rice and delaying scheduled 
sharp cutbacks in planting allot- 
ments for cotton and rice. 

The Senate action on the farm 
bill was taken by voice vote after 


brief debate. In approving the 
House bill the Senate reversed its 
previous stand that its bill and 
the House measure go to joint 
conference for compromise. 

The housing measure, brought 
up like the Senate-passed labor 
reform biti under a_ suspension 
of House rules requiring a two- 
third vote for passage, won a 
supporting vote of 251 to 134. This, 
however, was 17 votes shy of the 
necessary two-thirds. 

Defeat of the measure made it

Pen To Make 
State’s Paint

Gov. Griffin sought Monday to 
end the controversy over prices 
the state pays for centerline paint 
by announcing that the state will 
manufacture its own with prison 
labor at the Reidsville peniten- 
tlary. 

The governor coupled his an- 
nouncement with a ‘‘yellow jour- 
nalism” charge against Jack 
Tarver, president of Atlanta 
Newspapers, Inc. 

At his press conference, Grif- 
fin said he had instructed Jack 
Forrester, director of the State 
Department of Corrections, to ob- 
tain the necessary equipment to 
get the paint in production as 
soon as possible. 

“Get some syrup kettles and 
some bed slats and make that 
paint,” Griffin told Forrester. 

“I’m a private enterprise man 
usually,” Griffin told reporters. 
‘But I’m tired of hearing about 
this paint business.” 

State Purchasing Agent Law- 
son Shaw recently rejected all 
centerline paint bids after it was 
disclosed that the apparent low 
bidder was a restaurant supply 
firm. Shaw said ‘two or three 
other firms’? that entered bids 
would not have been able to sup- 
ply paint for centerline highway 
markings had they gotten the 
business. 

Griffin noted that Shaw, in call- 
ing for new bids, had sent an invi- 
tation to bid to Tarver. In a let- 
ter to Shaw, Tarver said he first 
thought the invitation had been 
sent to him in error.

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Czechs To End *

VIENNA (UPI) —The Czecho- 
slovak Communist government has 
decreed a ban on the private 
practice of medicine by doctors 
effective next Jan. 1, Czech news- 
papers disclosed Monday. 

The decree, issued by the 
Prague health ministry, will abol- 
ish one of the last vestiges of 
capitalist economy in Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

Prague newspapers said _ the 
health ministry had oxdered all 
doctors to close down their pri- 
vate practices by the end of the 
year. The decree said that no new 
licenses would be issued for set- 
ting up of private practices. 

The decree granted a limited 
exemption to a few university 
medical professors and lecturers

Why Put the State 
In Paint Business? 


Gov. Marvin Griffin has said he is 
tired of charges that he has cronies in 
the paint business so he is going to put 
the state in the business of manufactur- 
ing paint for road centerlines. 

That petty and peevish statement lets 
us see the governor very plainly and illus- 
trates, too, his way of thinking. 

The state has been buying paint in 
the past at prices higher than those paid 
by neighboring states. The most recent 
bids were canceled when it was revealed 
by newspapers that the low bidder was a 
concern not actively in the paint busi- 
ness. 

We think it a fair question to ask 
whether a governor actually interested in 
economy would not have found out why 
his state was paying more for paint than 
its neighbors. Is it not a fair and honest 
assumption that a governor honestly con- 
cerned with efficiency and careful su- 
pervision of the taxpayers’ money would 
then have removed the causes, cronyism 
or not. which made these prices higher? 
We think the taxpayers of Georgia will 
believe those questions to be fair and 
reasonable. 

But what does the governor do? 

He is going to put the state in the 
paint business. The state isn't equipped 
to do this job. It does not have, so far 
as is known to the public, the necessary 
machinery, skills or supervision to man- 
ufecture paint. The operation is certain 
to be inefficient and costly. It will afford 
a really fine mechanism for taking 
care of cronies—if cronies are at the bot- 
tom of expensive paint. 

We are sure the paint companies will 
sel] Georgia the paint Just as cheaply as 
thev sell it in neighboring states. 

Why not see to that, governor? That's 
the solution. 3 

Why punish legitimate businessmen 
just because you don't seem to have a 
purchasing department which can } get 
paint as cheaply as our next-door neigh- 
bors”? It is a ridiculous move. It seems to 
be an admission that Georgia is lacking 
in an administration which is willing to 
do this simple thing: Buy good paint at 
the cheapest price. 

So another bureaucratic agency will 
be set up. It will hire heaven knows how 
many persons. It will pay goodness 
knows what for machinery and materials.

The House Monday killed the Ken- 
nedv-Ives labor control bill. The Senate

In the face of huge and reckless acts 
of corruption by labor leaders in the 
field of labor’s own funds. the House has 
refused, largely because each member 
must this fall run for reelection, to act to 
protect members of unions.

Mideast Debate in U.N. 
Reaches Critical Stage 


A Western-backed plan introduced by 
Norway and cosponsored initially by 
Canada, Colombia and Denmark now is 
officially before the U.N. General As- 
sembly emergency session. 

It has as of this writing a good chance 
of being adopted. But it will be largely 
an empty victory unless eventually it can 
win some Arab support. 

The Arab states are in opposition as 
are those of Asia and at least most of the 
African bloc. 

The resolution is in a sense the US. 
plan. Norway was asked *o study it and 
introduce it. India, origi: ally willing to 
do so, later withdrew in opposition be- 
cause the resolution does not include a 
specific directive for withdrawal of Brit- 
ish and American troops from Jordan 
and Lebanon respectively. 

This means the Russian resolution will 
have considerable suppcrt. It will be 
enough to jeopardize the Norwegian 
proposal though the latter is given a 
chance of success. The Soviet resolution, 
which will come close to the necessary 
two-thirds vote, calls for immediate in- 
structions by the U.N. to the United 
States and Britain to withdraw their 
troops. The small Asian and African 
countries, plus some from south of our 
own border, know full well if British 
troops are pulled out of Jordan that 
country will go smash and a war will 
follow involving Iraq, the Arab Republic 
and Israel. 

In the event the Norwegian resolu- 
tion fails we shall see adopted a watered- 
down one leaving things to Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold. 

Meanwhile, the fact that the talk con- 
tinues and that the direction is not to- 
ward war remains the one hopeful sign 
and justifies the presence and cost of the 
U.N. But let none fail to appreciate that 
the situation is grim and even critical 
insofar as the future is concerned.

Undiluted Independence 


DeKalb Rep. Hugh McWhorter in a 
recent civic club address predicted that 
the Georgia Legislature is on the verge of 
regaining its power over state fiscal 
affairs. 

Prospects are indeed brighter for a 
more independent-minded Legislature. 
The move in that direction picked up a 
great deal of momentum at the last ses- 
sion when the rural roads boondoggle 
was defeated. 

But legislative independence of a per- 
manent nature hinges upen two changes 
heing made. One, of course, has to do with 
the General Assembly recapturing control 
over state spending. 

The other concerns the practice where- 
by selected individuals in the Legisla- 
ture are placed on the state payroll in 
one capacity or another. This device has 
the effect of giving the chief executive, 
regardless of who he may be, a tremen- 
dous club that can be held over the heads 
of combination lawmakers-political job 
holders. 

Exactly how unnecessary these ap- 
pointees are in the jobs they are re- 
warded with is made quite obvious by the 
fact that it is customary to remove them 
from departmental payrolls while the 
General Assembly is in session. Such a 
sham fools only the most gullible. 

By all means let's have legislative 
independence. In order for it to be undi- 
luted independence, the practice of the 
executive department handing out po- 
litical jobs to favorites in the General 
Assembly must be abolished, preferably 
by law.

Attorney Contends Fulton County Juries Rescoe Drummond 
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Perform Duties in Responsible Manner 


Atlanta — In the light of the 
progress which has been made in 
the field of criminology during 
the past decade, your editorial 
suggestion that we retrogress and 
re-establish the barbarities of the 
Dark Ages as punishment for 
crime is perplexing. More be- 
wildering is the apparent concur- 
rence in your journalistic opinion 
expressed in the public speeches 
of one of our jurists — a judge 
whose official actions have dis- 
tinguished him as a gentleman of 
learning, understanding, kindness, 
moderation and justice. 

The juries in Fulton County con- 
vict and impose appropriate pun- 
ishment in cases where guilt is 
proven with legal certainty. Of 
the several hundred cases I 
prosecuted during the seven-year 
period I was in the office of the 
solicitor general, I am able to re- 
call only two cases in which guilty 
persons went free and only four 
cases in which the punishment 
fixed by the jury was inade- 
quate. ... 

Mr. Chief Justice Blackley was 
probably the greatest judge ever 
to grace the bench of the Supreme 
Court of Georgia. In the case of 
Colbert vs. State, 91 Gr. 705, 710, 
he wrote: ‘Certainty of punish- 
ment, rather than severity, is the 
most potent factor in the repres- 
sion of crime. Whether tested by 
principle or practice, discreet 
moderation is better than extreme 
rigor. The temper of government, 
as manifested through the judici- 
ary, should be always firm but 
never fierce. Judicial ferocity has 
been rare in modern times, and, 
we are glad to say, is unknown 
by experience in Georgia. Society 
demands protection but does not 
thirst for vengeance. The vicious 
are to be restrained but suffer- 
ing should never be inflicted by 
the public authority beyond what 
is necessary for this purpose....’

When the sale of a number of old Negro schoolhouses is con- 
summated on the regular sale date on the first Tuesday in Septem- 
ber, the transaetion will somewhat mark the closing of an era. 
The Jefferson County Board of Education has offered for sale 14 


rural school buildings and the 
stand. 

These buildings have been used 
for Negro schools of the one and 
two-teacher types. Many of the 
buildings are fairly new, others 
have been in use for a long time. 
When the buildings are sold the 
chapter will close on a period of 
time when schools in the county 
were placed in walking distance, 
more or less, from the homes of 
the students. Under the new plan 
students will be transported to 
the schools. 

The matter of school consoli- 
dation has been thrashed out for 
a long number of years... . Per- 
haps the most dramatic consolida- 
tion in the county is that of Negro 
high schools. All colored high 
school students in the county will 
attend school in the fine new 
building near Louisville. 

Without doubt the Negro high 
school building on the ‘outskirts 
of Louisville is the finest school 
building in Jefferson County. 

If it be true that the new Negro 
school is the most modern high 


property on which the buildings 


many Negro schoolchildren in 
this section, the schools have 
been terribly crowded and as the 
enrollment increased the facili- 
ties were stretched to the break- 
ing point. 

When the matter of high school 
consolidation was broached in 
this county the colored people 
with rare wisdom and foresight 
welcomed the idea and the new 
building is something of which 
the entire county can be proud. 

Conducting a school system 
these days is big. business in- 
deed. Last school year the Negro 
enrollment in this county was 3,098 
students, 608 of whom were high 
school students. 

Consolidated schools make 
lunchrooms an absolute necessity.

He cites a study made by Louis

field, Guiteau is supposed to have 
attacked his sister with an ax 
in a fit of insane rage. 

Cohen cites, too, a letter from 
Guiteau to Garfield. Guiteau had 
written a campaign speech in 
Garfield’s behalf, he thought he 
had helped elect the man and he 
wanted in on the spoils. So he 
wrote: 

“Dear General: I hereby 
make application for the Aus- 
trian commission. Being about to 
marry a wealthy and accom- 
plished heiress . we think 
that together we might repre- 
sent the nation with dignity and 
grace. On the principle of first 
come, first served, I have faith 
that you will give this applica- 
tion favorable consideration.”

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—For several days 
the surface debate at the United Nations will be 
pretty confusing.

It can embrace the substance 
of President Eisenhower's Mid- 
east peace program and take on 
a real -U.N. role to secure the 
peace and promote the economic 
progress of the Arab world. 

The central question is wheth- 
er the best the U.N. can be ex- 
pected to do can prevent further 
deterioration and strife? 

What action is the U.N. likely 
to take? 

In the wake of President Ei- 
senhower’s stirring and construc- 
live appeal, it is clear Gromyko 
does not have the support to 
bring off negative condemnation 
of the United States and Britain. 

This is why the Soviet foreign 
minister is pressing a shrewdly 
phrased resolution which omits 
words of formal condemnation 
but has the same effect by call- 
ing for immediate withdrawal.

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"TAINT TRUE —SNAKES ARE FRIENDLY

I’m not sure I entirely agree with a statement I heard the 
other day—that snakes are one of the deadly perils a fisherman 
must face when he wades a stream or goes ashore from his boat. 

A stream-wading angler is much more likely | 
to be hurt by slipping on a rock, than from get- 
ting the fangs of a reptile at the water’s edge. 
The number of boaters who lose their lives from 
carelessness each year is high, but there are few 
instances of one stepping ashore to get punc- 
tured by a copperhead or rattler. 

I’ve seen many moccasins and a few rattle- 
snakes swimming rivers or lekes, and an oc- 
casional one when I prowled the shoreline, but 
none ever attempted to molest me. I’ve waded 
through hundreds of miles of trout streams and | 
have only seen two or three timber rattlers sun- B) : 
ning on the rocks, and I’rh sure they were just as) — charies Elliott 
well satisfied as I, to remain on neutral as well as distant terms. 


Most of the snakes an outdoorsman encounters in the woods 
and around the water, are harmless. As everyone knows, in this 
country there are dozens of species but only four poisonous snakes. 
The little coral snake is as gentle as a fishing worm, and unless 
you sit on him, or make some foolish move like trying to impale 
him on a hook, he goes his peaceful way without any lethal in- 
tentions. 

The other three poisonous reptiles—the rattlesnake, copperhead 


and water moccasin—are our only serpents armed with fangs and 
poison sacs. 

It is true that a few people in the U.S. are bitten each year, 
but very few. Most snakes simply slither out of the way into a 
hole, or under a rock or log when they hear your footsteps. 


But if one of those rare occurances of a lifetime should happen 
and a snake hits you with his fangs, your life is in no danger un- 
less you get panicky and forget to take a couple of basic precau- 
tions. 

With your handkerchief, tie, sock or piece of string, tighten 
a tournaquet between the wound and the remainder of your 
body (unless, of course, he bites you above the neck). 

With a sharp knife or razor blade, sterilized if possible with 
iodine, other antiseptic, or even holding a match flame to its cut- 
ting edge, make an incision between the fang marks (including 
both) then if you have no mouth infections or sores, suck out as 
much of the venom as you can. 

Get a doctor as quickly as possible. 

For years I’ve carried a snake bite kit which comes equipped 
with a tiny scalpel, tourniquet, antiseptic and suction pump, but 
I’ve never had occasion to use it on myself or anyone with me. 
I have developed about the same attitude as that of an old moun- 
taineer I once met on a mountain trail, in late August. He was 
dressed in patched overalls and barefooted. 

“Aren't you afraid of getting bit by a rattlesnake or copper- 
head?” I asked, looking at his gnarled toes. 

He gave me a wise look. 

“Been a-walkin’ this way for 50 year,” he said. ‘‘Ain’t never 
been bit but twict.’’

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Easy -It Says Here

NEW YORK (UPI)—The clanging of a school bell can strike 
pain or pleasure in the hearts of youngsters joining the classroom 


set for the first time. 

But it’s up to that mistress of 
all trades, Mom, to orient Jun- 
ior or Janie for a ‘‘happy” 
break from the sandbox. 

Dr. Virginia Pomeranz, in- 
structor in pediatrics at the 
Cornell University Medical Cen- 
ter, says it’s natural for some 
tiny tots to quiver lips and may- 
be even to cry at the thoucht of 
nursery school, kindergarten or 
first grade separating them 
from their parents for the first 
time. 

Dr. Pomeranz says visit 
school several times before 
classes actually convene. Let 
your child get the feel of the 
place and, perhaps, there will 
be a chance to meet the teacher 
ahead of time. This is a sure 
vaccine against ‘‘school pho- 
bia.” 

When talking to your young- 
ster about school, be casual. 
Explain that it’s an exciting ex- 
perience and—most of the time 
—quite pleasant. Don’t be un- 
realistic, however. 


Never leave the impression 
that school is like play-time. 
Here's where it takes tact on 
Mom's part for, says the pedia- 
trician, it’s important, too, to 
avoid painting a picture that 
smacks of burdensome chores. 

Avoid being too specific about 
what will happen inside the 
classroom the first day or, for 
that matter, during the first 
year. Dr. Pomeranz says manv 
parents make the mistake of 
building the children up for 
classroom experiences akin to 


their own of many years ago. 


She said: 

“Times have changed. Count- 
ing and the ABC's are not on 
the first-day agenda in many 
schools any more. The less 
speculation about ‘when the 
child will learn what’ the bet- 
a.” 

Psychologically, do your child 
justice by learning ahead of 
time how the children in his or 
her school dress. If the bovs 
wear dungarees, don't send your 
son off in a grey-flannel suit. It 
will make him uncomfortable. 

Little girls shouldn't be dress- 
ed in frilly or party dresses for 
that historic first day, no mat-

This Magic 
Must Not Die 


Three little girls, their pony tails caught up in ribbons, their 
skirts standing out over frilly petticoats, stood by the door with a 
star on it and waited expectantly. 

The lights backstage were harsh but not on their gleaming 
young heads. The breeze that swept down the aisles of the rapidly 
emptying amphitheatre was chilly with a touch of autumn in it— 
but not to them. The orchestra was packing up its instruments, the 
strains of the last lovely melody from_the last ‘“Theater Under the 
Stars’ presentation, had died out. But not to them. 


They were still hearing music, still caught up in the magic of 
make-believe under the summer stars, still living in the rosy 
glow of footlight and a silver spotlight that put a halo around the 
handsome young man and the beautiful young girl and their 
romance. 


Shivering in my sweater I stood back in the shadows and 
watched. Presently the hero, a handsome young singing star 
named David Daniels, came to the door with his make-up still on 
and a sweater slung over his shoulders and greeted them with a 
grave and charming courtesy. They held out their programs to 
him and said something and he leaned forward to hear, deferen- 
tial, attentive, gracefully at their service. Then he wrote some- 
thing on their programs, shook hands with them one by one and 
with a smile that dazzled me; even’ at my distance, he was gone. 

The little girls moved toward the stage and down the stone 
steps where their parents waited. They seemed curiously sub- 
dued but I’m not so old I can’t remember why. They were caught 
up in a dream. For a little while, maybe days to come, they will 
live in a sweet, melodic world where the hero is a shining young 
man with a haunting baritone voice and a gentle, courteous man- 
ner. 

As I watched those little girls I @ouldn’t help feeling a deep 
sadness that all of us have let the Theater Under the Stars come 
to the pass where it’s fighting for its life.

Are we willing for our chil- 
dren to grow up without ever having the special, wonderful, en- 
riching experience of live theater? 


The Theater Under the Stars is one of the loveliest summer- 
time adventures in entertainment Atlantans have. People from 
other places envy us and go back home to support cow pasture and 
football field theaters in an attempt to emulate us. And yet we 
haven't bestirred ourselves to support the theater to a point that a 
few nights of rain couldn’t kill it. Last year it was self-supporting, 
this year it has a formidable deficit, due to July’s rain. 


Lila Kennedy, a regional director of ANTA, the national or- 
ganization dedicated to extending the living theater ‘‘to every state 
in the Union,”’ said something the other night that made abundant 
sense to me. She pointed out that the Metropolitan Opera and the 
Atlanta Symphony both had rough going until Atlantans made up 
their minds they were important to the life of their favorite city. 
Now they are going concerns. 

If it is not to vanish from our culture, our young people must 
have a chance to see theater, Mrs. Kennedy believes. She recom- 
mends that individuals and organizations who want to do some- 
thing nice for young people, buy up blocks of tickets to the Theater 
Under the Stars and present them to youth groups. Although every 
night looks like family night to me at Chastain Park, Mrs. Kennedy 
suggested that there might be special nights for families with little 
children and perhaps an after-the-theater chance to meet the stars. 

It strikes me as a good idea and one that may help save the 

theater.

| Good Food 
Habits Are 


Important 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Homemakers often lament 
that having to cook family meals 
makes it difficult, if not im- 
possible, to stay on a diet. 
They reason they can’t put the 
whole family on reducing ra- 
tions, and it is impractical to 
have two sets of menus. 

If you feel you cannot lose 
weight by following a variation 
of family fare, chances are the 
meals you serve are too fatten- 
ing. A dinner that includes po- 
tatoes or other starchy or 
creamed vegetable, «plus hot 
bread and butter and a rich 
dessert is sure to be too high 
in calories to fit today’s lowered 
fuel requirements. On such fare 
you are overfeeding the family. 
The best way is to plan all 
meals around a protective food 
pattern and add or subtract 
calories through the trimmings. 


RiGHT FOOD HABITS 


A young homemaker who was 
herself too chubby in her teens 
is now educating her children 
to the right food habits. This 
young mother’s approach to the 
problem is most intelligent, and 
for this reason I want to quote 
her letter: 

“IT was a very maladjusted 
tubby teen who finally reduced 
to normal size. Now I have 
small children of my own, and 
I am determined to spare them 
the unhappiness I suffered. 

“When the doctor first put 
my overweight husband on a 
diet, he presented him with a 
copy of a protective food plan. 
I was surprised to discover that 
the only difference between his 
diet pattern and our regular 
way of eating was the amount 
of starch foods and fats added 
to the same basic plan. 

“I began to follow this pat- 
tern in planning the family 
meals. As the children be- 
came old enough to eat at the 
table, I saw to it that each 
child had a serving of lean 
meat, vegetables, salad and 
fruit at a meal. In addition, the 
children are given milk, bread 
and butter and fruit cup ,or 
custard type pudding without 
whipped cream. 

HEALTHY DYNAMOS 

‘‘When we go to the grocery 
store, instead of a sweet as a 
treat, I buy each child a ba- 
nana or other fruit. Resuli— 
] have five healthy dynamos. 
They are alert, have perfect 
teeth, glossy hair, lovely com- 
plexions—and boundless energy 
They are all in the correct 
weight bracket for their height 
and bony structure. 

“By establishing the _ right 
food habits now, while they are 
young, I expect they will be on 
the right diet path to healthy 
and perfect weight all through 
their lives. And it is no more 
expensive to feed the family 


this way than it is to serve 
rich meals all the time.” 
Congratulations to this’ un- 


usually wise young mother—and 
to her fortunate family! Pre- 
vention of overweight should 
start in early childhood through 
protective eating habits. When 
the whole family joins together, 
everyone gets into the spirit of 
keeping weight at normal—and 
this makes it easier for the cook 
to reduce.

That's what the hucksters hope she'll muse.

PORTLAND, England (AP) —' 
The Nautilus, the American atom- 
ic submarine that crossed the top| 
of the world beneath the polar ice 


cap, slid under the Atlantic's 
waves Monday en route home bv 
a secret route. 

Her captain, Cmdr. William An- 
derson, predicted she would not 
come to the surface again until 
next Monday when she is off Ari- 
brose Light at the entrance to New 
York Harbor. He said he would 
not know his sailing orders until 
he was well at sea. 

The Nautilus put into port here 
last Tuesday after her historic 
voyage from Pear! Harbor by way 
of the North Pole. This was her 
first landing since leaving the Pa- 
cific base July 23. 

The commander said he had no 
definite word on what kind of re- 
ception he and his crew would get 
in New York but “I'm sure it will 
be a good one.” 

‘We'll make a fast run to New 
York,”’ he said. ‘‘We shall arrive 
Monday, but we're not certain 
just when.”

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Dishes Move on Endless Belt 

“The dishes go down on this dumb waiter, along this belt and 
into this spiral conveyor,”’ Cinader explained. The kitchen, where 
the dishwasher is located, is in the basement of the huge hotel, 
a level below the banquet rooms. The spiral conveyor gives the 
trays of dishes a chance to “pile up” as the dishwashing machine 
runs at a constant rate of speed. 

The dishwashing machine itself is 20 feet long and consists 
of an endless belt, studded with plastic fingers to hold the dishes, 
and three compartments for washing and rinsing. 

“This first compartment pre-rinses the dishes, washing off 
any loose food,” steward Jackson said. ‘‘Then the next compart- 
ment washes the dishes with a detergent and the next one rinses 
them again. The water runs between 212 and 220 degrees, under 


pressure, and is much hotter than you would use at home. The 
dishes dry themselves from the heat.” 


Silver Gets a Special Scrub 


Silver gets another scrubbing in a special washer. And it gets 
polished at the same time as it is tumbled through a detergent 
with many tiny steel balls, which keep the silver shining. 

Biggest problem for the mechanical dishwasher? Same as for 
the housewife: eggs. ‘““Eggs just cook on in the hot water. We pre- 
soak the breakfast dishes. Grits are tough to get off plates, too,” 
Jackson said. 

There are seven experienced helpers running the dishwashing 
machine and the belts feeding into it and out of it. If you are 
planning sometime on paying for your dinner at the Dinkler-Plaza 
by washing dishes, don’t—you'd just be in the way.
